REMARKS. 


The schools the past year have averaged better than in any other 
year when I have been Superintending Committee. We have had 
but one decidedly poor school ; the others, with very few exceptions, 
have been first rate. Most of the teachers are citizens of this town 
and while I would notspeak unfavorably of teachers from other 
towns, yet I would recornmend the employment of our own teachers, 
especially those who have been successful. It is my opinion that 
none of us are as much interested in the welfare of our schools as 
we should be, but I hope that we shall unitedly take hold of this mat- 
ter and provide good houses, good teachers and good books for our 
children, and then visit our schools-ourselves, thereby encouraging — 
both teachers and scholars. Whenever we do this our schools will 
come up to the standard of usefulness. 

JT will close with an extract from the remarks of a teacher :— 

“The scholars in this district are well trained at home. Their 
parents seem to know what a schoolis for. They do not say to their 
children, Well, stay at home to-day, I don’t care,” or “No matter if 
you don’t get there till after school has commenced.” But every 
morning when I entered the school-room I found them ready with 
a pleasant “Good morning, teacher,” which would drive away all 
discouragements.” Allof whigh is respectfully submitted.
